Your firewards report as follows: 


Merrimack Engine, No. 1, is in about the same condition 
as last year. We had one occasion to try it at the Adams’ fire 
and it was found to work in first class shape. 


We have the following hose: 500 feet of new hose 24 inch, 
450 feet 24 inch in good shape, 3800 feet.21i inch in fair shape 
and 200 feet in poor shape. 


We have one Babcock fire extinguisher in poor shape, two 
Keystone fire extinguishers in good shape, also fire hooks, one 
24-foot, one 22-foot, one 20-foot ladders, shovels, lanterns, 
pails and-rubber coats. 


The Company has responded to one fire at Adams Tavern 
which threatened to wipe out the central part of the village, but 
owing to the hydrants and the faithful work of the firemen and 
help from out of town it was confined to one house. 


The Town has purchased a new hose wagon which will be a 
great help to the hose company. 


We would recommend that the Town buy 1,000 feet of new 
hose, 2% inch, one dozen shovels and 10 rubber coats and caps 
for the firemen.
